Duke of Norfotk le the Worst Dressed 
» Man In England. 


“The worst dressed man in Eng- 
land!” That ie what they all say of 
{the Duke of Norfolk, and yet this 
man, the laughing stock of' the tail- 
ors, is Hereditary Earl Marshal, and 
will be manager of ceremonies at the 
' coming coronation, as he has been at 
all royal functions for years past. 

He will prescribe where each r- 
son shall sit, and what each shall 
wear, @ven to the color of the clothes, 
the feathers in the hair, and the 
amount of the decolletage. 

All the duke’s Official duties as 
premier peer are associated with 
pomp and costume, yet he positively 

| glories in his shabbiness when off 
| duty, and many a tale he tells of 
the experiences when his clothes have 
caused him to be mistaken for what 
he is not. From his watch chain 
dangles a sixpence which he proudly 
displays as “‘the first and only money 
| he ever earned.” Being noticed by 
| o lady in a. railway station, he was 
| taken for a hatd-up porter and bun- 
dled off to call a eab. He gratefully 
| accepted the sixpenny bit which was 
offered, for that coin gives him an 
excuse to tell the story. 

On another occasion in Rome he 
was taken for one of Cook’s men and 
had to help carry an American’s lug- 
gage. He hoped for another _ six- 
pence, but got none, and was mightily 

| displeased. He has been ordered, 
when acting as marshal in his un- 
| Conventional garb to get out of the 
\ way of his own carriage, and to cap 
it all, he was. mistaken for the chief 
undertaker at Queen Victoria’s fun- 
eral. 

But when it came to take part in 
the great Roman Catholic procession 
in London in 1908, the duke in all 
his robes of office escorted Cardinal 
Vannutelli through the London 
streets, for he is England’s foremost 
Roman Catholic peer. In fact, he is 
sometimes called the unofficial am- 
bassador of the Vatican at the Court 
of St. James, and his influence, ‘tis 
said, had much to do with the 
changes in the accession oath.

This view is sus-’ 
tained by many lumbermen, 
some of whose estimates exceed 
even this. 

The treatment of land cut or 
lumbered over and destined to 
remain permanently in forest, 
is one of the big problems of 
forestry on this continent. This 
is also discussed, and plans are 
outlined, for the cutting of the 
timber so as to reduce as much 
as possible the danger from fire. 
Of all kinds of lands, cut-over 
timbered, with chips, tree-tops 
and other debris scattered 
around, présents the greatest 
danger trom fire—a fact that is 
emphasized by many fires which 
oceurred even during the past 
summer in British Columbia 
and western Ontario.

A resident wrote Mr. Kipling tell- 
ing him of the proposed change and 
setting forth that the name was a 
translationtef the old Cree name of the 
place and rich in Indian tradition. 

Mr. Kipling in his reply to!d the 
citizens to hold joyously and proudly 
| to the present name of the town, 
which, he declares, “has all hell for a 
basement,”’ and go forth as the only 
city. officially recognized as capable of 
freezing out the United States. He 
| thinks Medicine Hat can well ‘afford 
to bear such a name when he remem- 
bers a few places in the United States 
| such as Schenectady, Tonawanda, Co- 
hoes, Poughkeepsie, Podunk, Scho- 
harie, Potomac and Oneonta. 

Mr. Kipling also wrote: 

But it is people and not 
that make cities, and time has sancti- 
fied the queer syllables with memories 
and association. for millions of our 
fellow creatures. Once on a time these 


places were young and new and in 
process of making themselves. 

That is to say, they were ancestors 
with a duty to posterity, which duty 
they fulfilled in handing on their 
names intact, and Medicine Hat is to- 
day an ancestor, not a derivative nor 
I, collateral, but the founder of a 
ine. 

To my mind the name of Medicine 
Hat has an advantage over all the 
names I have quoted. It echoes, as 
you so justly put it, the old Cree and 
Blackfoot tradition of red mystery and 
romance that once filled the prairies; 


also it hints, I venture to think, at, 


the magic that underlies the city ix 
the shape of your natural gas. 

Believe me, the very name is an as- 
set and as years go on will become 
more and more of an asset. It has no 
duplicate in the world. It makes men 
ask questions and, as I knew more 
than twenty years ago, draws the feet 
of the young men toward it. 

It has the qualities of uniqueness, 
individuality, association and power. 
Above all, it is the lawful, original 
sweat and dust won name of the city, 
and to change it would be to risk the 
luck of the city, to disgust and dis-

Mr. Balfour found 
himself facing a curious dilemma, 
There seemed but one way out. That 


was to advise submitting the -policy 
of tariff reform to a referendum.

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DRIVING OUT DISEASE DEVIL. 


Ceremony of Mangs, One of Lowest 
Indian Castes. 

One of the lowest castes in'India is 
the Mang, concerning whom a writer 
says: “Of all the practices in which 
the Mangs have a part perhaps the 
most significant is that Which has re 
ference to ceremonies >f ‘riddance’ in 
connection with epidemics. Such 
ceremonies would seem to have been 
universal at one time or another 
among all primitive peonls, and are 
upparently of two different kinds. 
Either the ‘disease devil’. is driven 
forth by force with much uproar or 
he is persuaded by methods of kind- 
ness and propitiation to remove his 
unwelcome presence. The latter 
method is employed in certain parts 
of the Deccan and on such occasions 
the Mangs play an important part. 

“A male buffalo, purchased by the 
contributions of the village, is led to 
the temple of Mar Ai, the goddess 
specially ‘associated with epidemic 
diseases. A Mang woman is then 
dressed to represent the goddess, red 
paint is apnlied to her forehead and 
the horns and flanks of the buffalo 
and a procession is formed, headed 
by the woman and by the buffalo, 
which is usually led by Mangs. I 
front ofthe buffalo walk seve 
Mangs, each bearing an ‘earthenware 
pot containing a mixture of four in- 
toxicating drugs and seven kinds of 
grain. 

“The buffalo is cut with a sword 
and a hole is pierced in one after 
another of the jars, so that as the 
rocession circumambulates the vil- 
age its passage is marked by a trail 
of blood and of the liquid dropping 
from the jars. On reaching once 
more the temple of the goddess the 
buffalo is killed and the woman, who
